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COMMENTS 





ee is the month we elect five new Directors for a three 
year term, and our Nominating Committee must, before this time, 
select candidates for the ballot. Permit me to point out a few prob- 
lems faced by this committee and perhaps answer a question as to 
why one area (Southern California) seems to always have more 
nominees than other parts of the country. 


Your Nominating Committee starts in August to make up a list of 
possible candidates for National Office. We have, in the past several 
years, asked the Regional Groups to submit the names of members 
they would like to see on the ballot. The response to date has been 
disappointing. Last year we received one nomination, and this yeor 
only three Regional Groups out of over seventy sent in any can- 
didates. So if your area is not on this year’s ballot, look to your 
Regional Group for the answer, 


Other factors enter the picture and must be noted. Our National 
Board holds monthly meetings in Los Angeles and so it requires a 
Director be able to attend these meetings. This places a requirement 
of being able to devote the time and pay the expense of a monthly 
trip. This one factor excludes a lot of good members from accepting 
the nomination. It should be noted that each year, the Committee 
asks many members in different parts of the Country to run for office, 
but the time—expense factor stops them cold. Our Club, unfortunately, 
is not now ina position to pay these travel expenses. It is also true 
that the ability to pay the expenses of a monthly trip to Los Angeles 
will not insure a member a place on the ballot. 


What usually happens each year is this. The Nominating Com- 
mittee selects a list of say thirty possible candidates, and places 
them in a numerical order. The Committee Chairman sends the first 
nine members a letter asking if they will consent to run on the 
National ballot. Each time a letter declining the nomination is re- 
ceived, the next name on the list is notified until the ballot is com- 
plete. If the thirty names are exhausted, a new list must be compiled. 


When the ballot is finally complete, more people close to Head- 
quarters usually accept than from distant points. This makes our 
ballot ‘‘seem’’ to have been made up of “‘local talent.’’ But such is 
never the case, and your Nominating Committee, mindful of this fact, 
tries very hard to obtain the best possible men from various parts of 
our Nation. 


Ponder this problem for a while, and if you have a_ simple 


solution, let your Board of Directors know about it. In the meantime, 
when you receive your ballot — Vote as you please, but please vote.

76] National Tour to visit Canada 





mam he Seattle-Tacoma regional group is hard at work to 
make the 1961 Western National Tour the best yet. This will 
be an INTERNATIONAL Tour by the fact that two days will 
be spent in Canada touring out of Victoria, B. C. The North- 
west holds many natural scenic attractions and this tour will 
cover the Pugent Sound area plus the old world section of 
Vancouver Island. 


The basic plans for the tour are about completed. Tues- 
day, June 27th will be registration day in Seattle and very 
early the next moming the tour begins. The majority of the 
cars will drive 25 miles north to Mukilteo and take a Washing- 
ton State ferry across the Sound to Whidbey Island, a 20 
minute ride, Whidby Island is the second largest island in the 
United States (Long Island, New York is the largest). The tour 
goes 59 miles north to Anacortes. The road is just made for 
Horseless Carriages.No grades, and beautiful rugged scenery. 
Much of the route is along beautiful beaches; Rhododendrons 
grow wild nearly every bit of the mip. There are many histor- 
ical spots such as Coupeville with its Indian canoes and 
blockhouses. The most spectacular part of the route is the 
world famous Deception Pass, The view of the many islands 
and the tidal rapids from the very high bridge over this pass 
is truly breath-taking. 


The next section of the first day’s tour will be by ferry 
through the never—to—be—forgotten San Juan Islands to Sid- 
ney, B. C. This is considered America’s most beautiful water 
trip. Then the 17 mile down island tour to Victoria. Incidental- 
ly, the one and two cylinder cars will take the Canadian 
Pacific Ferry from Seattle directly to Victoria. This is also a 
beautiful trip through the Puget Sound Islands and takes four 
and a half hours. 


On. Thursday moming, after the ovemight stay at the 
famous Empress Hotel in Victoria, the tour will go north and 
aro@nd the Sanich Penninsula. This is a very rough and 
rugged scenic tour and the route skirts many fine beaches and 
the rugged coast of the island. The noon stop for a picnic 
lunch will be at the world famous Butchart Gardens. These 
gardens cover 25 acres and are truly fabulous. Exotic plants 
and flora are to be seen from nearly every comer of the world 
at these 50 year old gardens. The fourteen mile drive back to 
Victoria is very delightful and the second evening at the 
Empress Hotel will long be remembered. 


Friday moming the 30th of June the tour will again 
embark on one of the largest and most modem ferries in the 
world, the ‘‘Coho’’. This ferry can carry over 125 modem cars 
and the entire boat is reserved for the tour group. In less than 
an hour and a half we arrive at Port Angeles on the Olympic 
Penninsula. From here we drive for 22 miles to Sequim Bay 
State Park for a noon day picnic bordering the Puget Sound, 





This park is considered the finest in the state and has com- 
plete facilities for picnicing, camping and other outdoor 
activities. The tour then drives down the penninsula through 
very beautiful wooded country to finally take the ferry back to 
the main dock in Seattle. The tour this day is 71 miles. The 
awards Banquet on the fourth and last night will be held at 
the Doric New Washington Hotel in their spacious ballroom. 
The plans for this final affair are already being carried out 
and it will be a very fitting fairwell. 


This is not too early to plan to attend this Intemational Tour, 
Because of the International flavor and opportunity to see the 
Canadian countryside every member who has a 1915 or older 
will certainly want to tour with their friends and the friends 
they will meet. The price of the tour will be slightly higher 
than in past years because of the necessity to use ferry trans- 
portation but the tour committee has assured the National 
Board that the value of the tour will be well worth the slight- 
ly higher package deal. So, save now and get busy on that 
restoration job. The long winter months are the time to do 
that necessary reupholstery job or that motor overhaul.

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The H.C.C.A. Emblem 


BY WARWICK EASTWOOD 


I. has been brought to our attention that some of our 
members are not aware thatthe Horseless Carriage on our club 
Emblem is a Duryea Car, This car was the first gasoline Horse- 
less Carriage produced in America. 


Work on this vehicle was started in the winter of 1891 by 
Charles Duryea who intended to build a free piston engine 
with an unusual form of friction transmission. In April 1892 
construction started and proceeded through the summer. With 
the most difficult parts yet to be built, Charles Duryea moved 
to Peoria, Illinois leaving Frank Duryea full responsibility for 
carrying on the work. IIIness contracted in October stopped all 
work until January 1893, 


The free piston engine failed to give regular power im- 
pulses and had very little power, Frank Duryea then designed 
and built another engine, installed it in a suitable chassis, 
and drove it on the road in September 1893. This engine gave 
no trouble, but owing to its friction transmission the car was 
barely operative. 


J. Frank Duryea then designed a new transmission of 
gears and friction clutches which was operated successfully 
in January 1894, This car with Frank Duryea’s engine and 
transmission is the Duryea car now in the National Museum at 
Washington, D. C. Frank Duryea himself is still well and 
vigorous at the age of 90. 


The first American—built car has a one cylinder, 4 cycle, 
4 horsepower, water-cooled, gasoline engine with make and 
break electric ignition actuated by a projection on the piston. 
The engine is placed almost horizontally beneath the carriage 
body, with its cylinder head extending backward and above the 
rear axle. The rear wheels are 44), inches in diameter and 
have iron tires. The front wheels are 382 inches in diameter. 
The car has aller steering. Gear shifting is done by an up or 
down movement of the tiller which is connected by cable to the 
friction clutches. The chassis was a second hand horsedrawn 
phaeton bought for the purpose of fitting the parts to it. The 
working parts are supported by a rigid framework connecting 
front and rear axles, Three point suspension was used to 
avoid distortion due to uneven roads. 


The second car buile by Frank Duryea was operative in 
December 1894 and finished in March 1895. This car was used 
for demonstration pur;ose to build up interest to form a com-

Erwin G. ‘‘Cannonball’’ Baker passed away in Indianapolis 
recently at the age of 78. He is remembered best for his spec- 
tacular cross—country record breaking drives, many in Franklin 
autos.

pany. The Duryea Motor Wagon Co. was organized at Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, in September 1895. J. Frank Duryea was 
made a director and employed as Chief Engineer. Charles 
Duryea was not a member of this organization. 


Driving car number two for the Duryea Motor Wagon Co., 
Frank Duryea won America’s first Automobile Race sponsored 
by the Chicago Times Herald. The race was run November 28, 
1895 from Chicago to Evanston and retum, a distance of 54 
miles. First prize of two thousand dollars was won by Duryea. 


In 1896 the Duryea Motor Wagon Co. constructed 13 ident- 
ical horseless carriages, the first instance of mass automobile 
production in America. The sale of the first of these cars 
constituted the first sale of a gasoline powered automobile in 
America, Of these 13 cars, only one remains; it is in the 
private collection of HCCA member George H. Waterman, at 
East Greenwich, R. I. A slightly different model completed in 
October 1896 was taken to England and entered in the London 
to Brighton run on November 14 of that year. It was the first 
car to arrive at Brighton, for which performance a gold medal 
was awarded, This medal is in the U. S. National Museum at 
Washington, 


The HCCA emblem featuring the Duryea car, was designed 
by W. Everett Miller, cofounder of the club and one of its early 
Presidents. It is a copyrighted trade mark registered with the 
U. S. Government, No. 562,045.

Mr. John H. Fisher, of Redlands, California, took a 
most delightful trip the past summer during which 
he encountered almost every road condition known. 
His own account of the trip is so interesting that we 
are giving it herewith verbatim. 


W. left Redlands, California, at 2:30 P.M., June 
twenty-fifth, 1909, in two 1909 Ford runabouts,

headed for Big Bear Valley, in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, The direct road was through the Santa 
Ana Canon and up the “Clark Grade;” this we knew 
to be out of the question for automobiles, because 
the Clark Grade is not only very steep but also 
very soft, so we decided to go the long way around. 

We crossed the Santa Ana River on the bridge 
north of Redlands, passed through Highland, then 
on west to the Cajon Pass road. This road we 
found to be oiled and in fine condition for about 
fifteen miles up into the Pass. When we left the 
oil the road became rougher, but for the most part 
good. 

At 4:30 P.M. we reached the summit (elevation 
4050) and started down a gradual grade over a good. 
but winding road, onto the Desert. About two miles 
from the summit we branched off onto the Hesperia 
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road, which is an eight mile stretch as straight as a 
string and very good. This road is across a piece 
of flat, sloping country covered with Joshua trees. 
We reached Hesperio (elevation 3200), 9.2 miles 
from the summit of the Pass, at 6.25 P.M. Here we 
turned to the left through the town and rolled along 
over fine roads through the Desert hills to Victor- 
ville (2700 feet), which we reached at 6:55 P.M. 
Victorville is a small town on the Santa Fe, 8.3 
miles from Hesperia. We put up at the only hotel 
and went to bed early, in anticipation of a hard day 
ahead of us. 

On the morning of the 26th we had early break- 
fast and were on our way at 6:15. Crossing the 
Mojave River on the steel bridge, we climbed a 
range of low rocky hills, following a perfect road. 
At the summit we had a fine view of the Mojave 
Valley and the long stretches of desert in every 
direction, backed by high ranges of mountains. 
Coming down out of the hills we struck across the 
desert, along a fine road to the South, headed for 
Box S Ranch, twenty-two miles from _ Victorville. 
After traveling along the road for about nine miles, 
we crossed the end of a dry lake. I think this dry 
lake bed is almost the automobile paradise. It is 
three miles long by one mile wide, and is as smcoth 
as a billiard table. There is not a crack nor a 
mar of any kind, and one can hardly feel that the 
car is moving. You open the throttle,. advance the 
spark to the last notch, imagine your name is Wil- 
bur Wright and sail around in circles and figure 
eights. 

We finally stopped chasing each other and, with 
a sigh, floated back to our road. It is hard to say 
that road was good, after leaving the lake bed, but 
it was, and we reached Box S (elevation 2906 feet) 
at 7:55. Here we filled up with water and oil and, 
taking the right hand fork, headed for Cushenbury, 
eight miles away. 

Here begins the road which you measure not by 
distance, but by the time it takes to cover it. If 
you asked me how far it was from Box §S to the 
Summit, above Cactus Flat, I would say seven 
hours and forty minutes. In miles it is only 14.4 by 
the same road. 

We left Box § at 7:40 A.M. and headed for a low 
gap in the mountains. The road was heavy with 
disintegrated granite and was a steady up grade, 
but as all the country went up as fast as we did, it 
was hard to figure out why our engine pulled so 
hard. 

Six miles out from the ranch we came to a water 
trough and some cottonwoods; here we found a 
U. S. bench mark showing an elevation of 3550 feet, 
six hundred and fifty feet higher than the ranch. 
After leaving the trough we had one or two short, 
level stretches, but always made up for them by a 
little stiffer climb; the last half mile before reach- 
ing Cushenbury was almost a hill, but the road was 
hard. 

At Cushenbury (elevation 4050), which we reached 
at 9:15 A.M., we again used the oil can and water 
bucket. At 9:50 we were off again and immediately 
started to really climb. The road follows up the bot- 
tom of a rugged canon through the rocks, often 
crossing the creek (then dry), but steadily up, up, 
up. Some of it was hard road, some was all small 
rocks, and, I am sorry to say, some of it was h——! 
We were ready for anything and we found it.

Our outfit, among other things, contained three 
hundred feet of extra twist half-inch Manila rope; 
three double blocks; two six-foot oak boards; two 
pieces of 8 ounce duck, eighteen inches wide and 
fifty feet long; one shovel and one axe. During 
most of the four miles from Cushenbury to Cactus 
Flat we used all of this outfit, and all the time we 
used part of it. There were four men in the party 
and there wasn’t any loafing, we all worked all the 
time. Some of the steepest pitches were soft, so we 
put down our canvas and tried to get the lead car 
up by using the engine and three man power. This 
was hard on the men and did not accomplish the 
desired result, so we tied one end or our rope to 
the front axle of the lead car, passed the -rope 
through a pulley at the top of the steep pitch, then 
down the hill past the lead car, and and tied it to 
the front axle of the back car. With one car go- 
ing ahead on low and the other doing its’ best

backing down the hill, we succeeded in overcoming 
the difficulty. 

At one place, after executing the above maneuvre, 
we found we were only up half the bad pitch 
and that there were three zig-zags, two of which 
were very steep and the third, or highest, was level. 
In this case we had to use two pulleys, one on each 
curve, and the cars were not in sight of each other 
during the operation. We reached Cactus Flat 
(elevation 5970) at 1:55, tired and hungry. Mr. 
Johnson, who owns the only house and an apple 
orchard here, welcomed us with open arms and we 
sat down to a good luncheon on his vine covered 
porch. After an hour’s rest we were ready for the 
last climb. Leaving here at 3:00 P.M. we followed 
a good, hard, up and down road for one mile, and 
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then started up again. In 1.4 miles we climbed from 
5970 feet to 7000, without using rope or canvas. 
This road was up almost on end, but it was good 
and hard and had no rocks in it. We had to stop 
often and cool off, and at one place, with seven and 
a half inches of gasoline in my tank, I could not 
get gas to my carburetor. We drained all the gaso- 
line out of the back car and put it in the lead car, 
then climbed this steep place, took all the gasoline 
back to the other car until it got up, and then 
divided it up again. 

At 5:15 we topped the ridge and looked down on 
the Baldwin Lake, with all our troubles at an end. 
We made the last climb of 1030 feet in two hours 
and were satisfied. Fifteen miles away, over a good 
road through beautiful pine woods, was our camp of 
eight log cabins, on the edge of Big Bear Lake, and 
we knew a hot supper and a roaring fire in the big 
stone fireplace would be waiting for us. We reached 
camp at 6:30 P.M., tired but happy. 


Two days later one of the machines returned to 
Redlands over the same road. It took us fourteen 
hours and forty minutes to make the hundred and 
five miles from Redlands to the Wigwam. We 
went back to Redlands in six hours and fifteen min- 
utes without the least trouble. 


I kept my car in Bear Valley for the next three 
months, during which time I traveled over fifteen 
hundred miles, climbed up to eighty-three hundred 
feet, and had the honor of taking the first automo- 
bile to Bluff Lake, Fawn Skin, Arrasto Creek and 
Holcomb Valley. I could make a round trip of 
thirty miles over fine roads from our camp, and noi 
cover my tracks. I felt that an automobile had no 
business in those high mountains and therefore had 
no rights on the roads. When I met a team I ex- 
pected to leave the road and get off into the woods. 
out of the way. This I was never able to do, be- 
cause the team always turned off the minute the 
driver saw me. I never used my horn and I never 
frightened a horse. 


One day I stopped and asked a driver why every- 
one turned out for me, instead of allowing me to 
turn out. His answer was, “I don’t know about the 
other people, but in my opinion, any man who can 
get an automobile into Bear Valley is O.K. and 
deserves the whole road.” I used my car to haul 
wood, to help teams out of mud holes, and to carrv 
my canoe from one lake to the other. 

Bear Valley is an ideal place to spend a summer. 
The lake is nine miles long and the roads are fine, 
after you get there.

ive days of touring unequaled in the experience of most 
participants marked the eighth annual Bay Area (Califomia) 
tour.

cars were caught without lights and had to spend the night on th« 
way, afriving next morning. 

Thursday morning, after a good night’s rest at the modern but 
picturesque Hotel Roanoke, a Caravan was formed for a trip up the 
Shenandoah Valley to Natural Bridge, one of the Seven Natura 
Wonders of the World. In addition to seeing the ‘‘Bridge’’ and having 
a delightful lunch, considerable time was spent looking at the many 
antique and classic autos in Bill Pettit’s ‘‘Museum of Motoring 
Memories.”’ 

Friday morning, with the ‘‘Peaks of Otter,’’ highest mountain in 
Virginia, as an objective the horseless carriages loaded with pas- 
sengers started out again to both prove the ability of the ancient 
cats and the skill of the drivers.

Lindo Harvell, Jr., Chairman of the Judging and Awards Committee, 
then announced the results of the Car judging and presented beautiful 
trophies to 17 lst place winners and ribbons to those who placed 
2nd and 3rd. 

The banquet was the official end of activities for the tour but 
an optional trip back to North Carolina over the Blue Ridge Parkway 
south had been announced and more than half the cars lined up on 
Saturday morning for the trip home. After a refreshment stop at 
Mabry’s Mill and other points of interest on the Parkway, the group 
assembled for lunch together at Mountain Top Restaurant near Fancy 
Gap before splitting up into smaller groups for the rest of the trip. 
All agreed it was a great trip from start to finish.

From Czechoslovakia: The Nesselsdorfer

The forerunner of today’s Tatra automobiles was the 
Nesselsdorfer, built in the town of that name in the old 
Austro—Hungarian empire; today the city is called Koprivnice 
and is in Czechoslovakia. The March—April, 1956 GAZETTE 
carried an article on the early passenger cars built by this 
compan y; here we present some details on the firm’s earliest 
venture into auto racing. 


During early 1899 two special vehicles like that pictured 
here were built, one being exhibited at the 1900 Paris auto 
show. That machine still exists, and is on display in the 
Prague technical museum, At first glance, the Nesselsdorfer 
racing cars appear to be only stripped chassis, but they were 
considered completed machines, and have rudimentary seats 
for driver and mechanician, The car weighed about 2100 Ibs. 
with fuel, water, spare tires and racing equipment; it was 
designed to reach 70 MPH. 


The two cylinder ‘“‘square’’ engine has a bore and stroke 
of 120mm and was rated at 12 HP at 1360 RPM. Two automatic 
inlet valves and a cam operated exhaust valve were used on

each of the two opposed cylinders, located at the rear of the 
chassis. A ‘“‘surface’’ carburettor (warmed by hot water) was 
located within the gas tank, and necessitated nearly 10 feet 
of plumbing before the mixture reached the rear cylinder. A 
four speed transmission was provided; at 1,000 RPM engine 
speed the car was geared to travel 9 MPH in Ist gear, 15 
MPH in second, 36 MPH in third and 50 MPH in fourth, 


In June of 1900 the Nesselsdorfer participated in the 200- 
mile Salzburg—Linz—Vienna race, a two-day affair. The 
Nesselsdorfer came in second, one of 12 (out of 18) cars to 
finish. Winner was a 24 HP Cannstadt—Daimler with an elaps- 
ed time of 7h 44’ 30’’, a half-hour ahead of the Nesselsdorfer. 
Shortly afterwards, at the horse racing track in Frankfurt am 
Main, Germany, the Nesselsdorfer entered that city’s first 
auto race, .and was third behind two Benz automobiles. Its 
racing days over, one of the two Nesselsdorfer racing machines 
was converted by its driver (one T. Liebig) to a luggage van. 
It then accompaniedhimand his bride in a standard model on a 
honeymoon trip to the Riviera, reportedly crossing Switzerland

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DATING A SEARS

determine the year that it was made. On the.top of the motor 
on the cover that covers the cam is the Number 3936, Cast on 
the side of the block below the cylinder is the Number 3978, 
Also could you tell mewhere I could find literature or manuals 
on this car? Do you have any idea the original color which 
was on this Sears? Was the frame and undercarriage a different 
color from the wheels and body?

Dating a Sears Motor Buggy accurately is a rather difficult 
task. An early Sears announcement appeared in the CYCLE 
AND AUTOMOBILE TRADE JOURNAL for January 1, 1909, 
page 184. The chances are that a feu Sears high wheelers 
were sold in the fall of 1908. The cars continued to be sold 
through 1912. There is no official serial number list for this 
production period. However, a shreud estimate by Ralph 
Gould, a Sears historian (see reference belou), derived the 
following table: 


YEAR SERIAL NUMBERS 
1908 1000—1 300 
1909 130 1—2300 
1910 230 1—3200 
1911 320 1—4000 
1912 4001 and up 


Your Sears with a serial number 3936 may be a late 1911 or 
possibly an early 1912. The 1911 Sears catalog lists Models 
M and L with black bodies and Breu ster Green running gear. 
All other models had black bodies and carmine running gear. 
The wheels were striped. For further Sears information I 
suggest that you secure a copy of the ANTIQUE AUTOMO- 
BILE for Summer 1955. This issue has an excellent summary 
of the history and known data on Sears.

SIR: I have recently acquired a Pratt—Elkhart car and am now 
in the process of restoration. I can give you the following 
information on the car and would like to know the exact year 
of manufacture and the color or colors that it should be paint- 
ed. The brass plate on the firewall says, ‘‘PRATT-—ELKHARI 
made by the Elkhart Carriage and Harness Mfg. Co., Elkhart, 
Indiana, Model T—Serial No. 199.’’ The engine is a four cyl- 
inder, cast in two pairs with a bore of 4!4’’ and a stroke of 
434’", The heads are cast integral with the block and the 
crank case. Oil pan and transmission are aluminum, with the 
transmission cast with the crank case. Transmission and 
engine are made by Waukesha, The wheel base is 117 inches 
and the rearend drives through a torque tube and radius rods, 

No maker’s name on the rear end. Tires are 34’’ x 4’’,

WANTED: SELDEN PATENT NUMBERS 


The Selden Patent serial numbers are often a useful aid 
in dating early autos, and we hope to establish a file for this 
purpose. As a starter, Ransom Matthews of the Los Angeles 
County Museum has supplied the list below, and we want to 
add as many other authenticated entries as possible to this 
listing. A close check on Selden Patent numbers will show 
some inconsistency, probably caused by the fact that these 
numbers were supplied car manufacturers in quantity, and 
perhaps were not always used immediately, or in order. There 
is also a chance that some numbers were removed and then 
not returned to the proper car. 


However, they help establish the year of manufacture in 
most cases, and a list of a few thousand would be an in- 
valuable thing. If you have a Selden Patent plate on your car, 
please send in the number and your car’s model, year, serial 
num ber, etc. to the Gazette Editor. Use a postcard if possible. 
Late this year we’ll publish the results of the contributions. 








I do not have any color specifications for this car. However, 
judging by the pictures in the references, the body was paint- 
ed a dark color with light striping and light, possibly cream 
color, wheels. It is possible that the sales literature for the 
car would give the colors. You can secure photostatic copies 
of the above references from the Detroit Public Library. It is 
also possible that you can obtain a copy of a sales brochure 
and/or an owner's manual at the same library.

A STUTZ (?) MYSTERY CHASSIS 
SIR: 


Enclosed is a picture of my problem. I purchased this car 
and the man who sold it to me said it was a 1913 Stutz. Now, 
after spending close to $2000.00 restoring it, I am in doubt 
after talking to Stutz owners, if it ever was a Stutz. 

I will try to describe this car to you. It has 36 x 4% 
clincher wheels, 12 spoke rear and 10 spoke front wheels. The 
engine is a Wisconsin No. A U—3. Three speed gear box and 
multiple disc clutch attached to the motor. Timken T rear end 
and Timken front axle. This car has three—quarter elliptic 
rear springs. The transmission has adate 10—7—1912 stamped 
on it, no starter, has magneto ignition. There is no name on it 
anywhere, not even on the hub caps. The radiator, which 
shows on the picture, is not the original, but the original 
outline can be seen on the dash board. I have been told it 
could be a Corbin, Fargo or what? Several cars used the 
Wisconsin engine with 4 3/4 x 5%, 8 valves T head motor, two 
cylinders per block, four cylinders.

I enjoyed your well presented "‘Case of the unidentified 
Stutz’’. This is a real nice mystery and after about six hours 
of going through dozens of references in ‘‘Motor’’, ‘*Automo- 
bile Trade Journal’, N.A.C.C., ‘Handbooks of Automobiles”’, 
etc. I, too, am stumped as to what you have. It is not a 1912 
Corbin ''40’’ which had a cone clutch and 12 spokes in the 
front wheels, also Fargo was a Chrysler built truck that first 
appeared about 1928. The only trucks that | could find listed 
as using a Wisconsin 4—3/4'' x 5—1/2"" engine were the FWD 
and Garford. They were too bigto fit into the picture. | checked 
through specifications for both cars and trucks for the years 
1912—1918 without turning up a vebicle having the right com- 
bination of data. 

One possible clue — if the chassis is of Stutz origin it is 
just possible that there would be some sort of serial number 
stamped on the top of the cross bar assembly. The lack of 
identification plus the square dash suggests that possibly 
surplus Stutz parts for around 1912-1913 were made up into a 
light truck perhaps in 1915 or 1916 filling out with later com- 
ponents such as the left hand Gemmer steering gear. This is 
just a hypothesis to try to account for the lack of a starter 
but the presence of electric headlights. 
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BENDING TOP BOWS 


A carl restored recently had been stored for many years 
with material stacked against the top until the wood bows 
were all out of shape. As it was a little impractical to build 
a steam box for this one job I tried applying a torch to the 
area that needed bending, and was able to straighten them 
with no difficulty. A welding torch was used with a soft rich 
flame but a butane or gasoline torch would work just as well. 


Do not hold the torch in one place but keep it moving 
over the area to be heated and bent(or straightened) to prevent 
charring the wood. The wood will be slightly scorched but any 
discoloration can be removed with light sanding. 


You can feel when the wood is heated through sufficiently 
to bend without springing back. Bend it a little beyond the 
position you wish it to retain and nail on a diagonal brace to 
hold che bow in position until it cools, 


One of the original bows was broken and I replaced it 
with a new bow. The new bow was bent to a different radius 
but by applying a little heat with the torch it was reshaped to 
match the original bows. 


SUPER FINISH FOR WOOD WHEELS 


Ben Mozzetti of Irvington, California, offers a new tech- 
nique for finishing wood wheels that is easier than the old 
scrape—and-fill method and the result is superb. The wheels 
on Ben's big Stearns still look like new after two seasons 
with lots of driving. 


Ben begins by having the entire wheel lightly sandblasted 
to remove paint, grease, etc. (See Nov.—Dec. 1959 Restoration 
Hints regarding the etching effect of sandblasting on wood.) 
Then he fills any gouged or chipped places with a resin filler 
made for boat hulls. Next he applies two or three coats of 
“Boat A’’ Resin put out by Taylor and Art Plastics, 1710 E. 
12th St., Oakland, Califormia. 


The resin is mixed according to directions and applied 
with a brush, It sets in a few minutes and there is practically 
no shrinkage as with paint fillers but it is well to wait a week 
or two before sanding to get a perfect job. 


Sanding can be done dry with a good garnet or similar 
paper. This will usually be enough filling but if there are low 
Spots repeat until the surface sands to a glass smoothness 
and the wheels are ready for paint. 


Ben has applied this same technique to.other wood parts 
successfully and even saved some rusted—out top sockets by 
filling the inside with resin and covering the outside with a 
fine mesh fiberglass and resin after sandblasting. The repaired 
sockets look as good as new when painted.

COVER PIX CONFUSION NOTED 


The auto pictured on the last Gazette cover, one of the 
old slides for the 1909 song ‘‘Take Me Out for a Joy Ride,’’ 
was, it develops, incorrectly identified. Jonathon Tibbits of 
Central Valley, California wrote saying it looked like the 
1906 Model R Stevens—Duryea his father owned years ago. 
Careful checking disclosed that the car did, indeed, have all 
the earmarks of that model, though it also resembled the 
Columbia; the two were built just a few miles apart: Hartford, 
Conn, and Chicopee Falls, Mass. More definite evidence came 
from Mike Roberts of Berkeley who has just acquired two 
unrestored 1906 Model R Stevens—Duryea cars, and these are 
dead ringers for the Gazette cover; even the stitched star on 
the door panel is the same.
